Sets Game Rules 


Jefferson City. 
Oct. 
5.—New 
regulations for the 
conservation 
of Missouri's game and fish, as 
finally adopted by the Conserva­ 
tion Commission this week, con­ 
tain many changes from both the 
old regulations and the 
tenta­ 
tively proposed regulations as an­ 
nounced last month, as the result 
of conferences with persons af­ 
fected. 
The regulations,

1940. are the outcome of

regional hearings and scores

New Madrid. Oct. 3 — Since the 
pastorate of the Immaculate Con­ 
ception Church here has 
begun 
talking of their planned sesquicen- 
tennial celebration Sunday, Octo­ 
ber 15, local citizens have heard 
the name of Pierre Gibault many 
times. 
It was he who founded the first 
Catholic Church in New Madrid 
in the year 1789 and following is 
a brief sketch of his exploits: 
Pierre Gibault was a French- 
Canadian, born in Montreal, April 
7, 1937. 
He was educated in the 
Seminary and College at Quebec 
and was ordained a priest March 
19, 1768. 
Soon after he set out 
for the Mississippi valley, 
then 
called the “Illinois Country," as a 
missionary. 
His first charge w-as 
at Kaskaskia. 
Prior 
to 
the 
revolution 
he 
traveled about from post to post, 
following the streams 
and 
old 
trails and carrying the gospel to 
the settlers and savages. 
He suf­ 
fered many privations and hard­ 
ships, having been 
three 
times 
captured by hostile Indians. 
When George Rogers Clark ar­ 
rived unexpectedly at Kaskaskia 
and captured the British 
Com­ 
mander without the firing 
of 
a 
shot, on July 
4, 
1778, 
Father 
Gibault was on the scene. 
Clark 
soon learned that the good priest 
was not only well informed about 
the affairs of the 
territory 
but 
that he also enjoyed the full con­ 
fidence and esteem of the French 
settlers throughout the valley. The 
young colonel 
immediately 
re­ 
solved. therefore, to win his sup­ 
port and, if possible, his 
active 
assistance. Father Gibault was not 
a person to make so serious a com­ 
mitment without a full 
under­ 
standing of the principles involved. 
Clark therefore went into great 
detail with him, not only explain­ 
ing the causes that had led up to 
the Revolution, but also the lofty 
provisions of the Declaration of 
Independence. In the end, Gibault 
was completely won over and cast 
his lot without reservation on the 
side of the colonies. 
In 
August 
(1778) 
Father 
Gilbault set out for Post Vincen­ 


nes on an important mission, while 
Clark impatiently marked time at 
Kaskaskia. 
After a few 
weeks 
the Father returned 
with 
the 
happy news that he had admin­ 
istered the oath of allegiance to 
the French inhabitants of Vincen­ 
nes and that the American flag 
was floating over Fort Sackville 
there. 
This would have brought 
! an end to Clark's 
campaign 
in 
| the west had not Governor Henry 
Hamilton, the British commander 
at Detroit, 
heard 
of 
Gibault's 
“treachery." 
Resolved not to be 
so easily disposessed of the rich 
Mississippi valley. Hamilton 
or­ 
ganized a detachment of Royal 
Redcoats from the famous King’s 
Own Regiment and moved down 
to Vincennes. 
In due time Clark learned that 
what had been accomplished sin­ 
gle-handed, 
almost, 
by 
Father 
Gilbault, would have to be done 
over again by force, if Vincennes 
were reduced. 
With 
the 
good 
priest’s blessing ringing in their 
eiirs Clark’s little army plunged 
into the icy waters of the flooded 
Illinois prairies and struck 
out 
boldly for the post of the Wabash, 
on February 
5, 
1779. 
Twenty 
days later Fort 
Sackville 
sur- 


J rendered and soon afterwards the 
proud British Governor was 
on 
his w’ay to Williamsburgh, 
the 
capital of Virginia, in chains. All 
of this was made possible by the 
fact that the French settlers at 
Vincennes, upon the 
advice 
of 
their priest, refused to go to the 
aid of the British garrison. 
Most 
of them remained idly in 
their 
homes while the battle raged, ap­ 
parently unconcerned about 
the 
result, while a few, more 
bold 
than the rest, supplied Clark’s lit­ 
tle army with dry powder 
from 
their own scant supplies, or other­ 
wise aided in the attack on 
the 
fort. 
Historians quite generally agree 
that Clark’s brilliant success was 
due, in a very large measure, t*> 
the patriotic service 
of 
Pierre 
Gibault in winning the sympathy 
of the French inhabitants at Kas­ 
kaskia, Cahokia, and Vincennes. 
It is a certainly a fitting tribute 


priest in the memorial grounds at 
Vincennes, immediately in front 
of the old French church that he 
served so loyally. 
But. unfortun­ 
ately, Father Gibault did not live 
to know that history would accord 
him so prominent a place in the 
annals of the republic. 
He hum­ 
bly petitioned his government for 
the grant of four or five acres of 
land—out of the millions he had 
helped to win—to the end that he 
might 
enjoy 
the 
comfort 
and 
security of “a dwelling with a 
yard and an orchard" during his 
declining years. Denied this mod­ 
est request, he removed to a place 
beyond 
the 
Mississippi, 
now 
known as New Madrid, Missouri. 
There, neglected and 
forgotten, 
he died in 1804 
Even his place 
of burial went unnoticed and it is 
presumed that 
his 
grave 
was 
washed away by the floods of the 
Father of Waters.

know that one reason for its com­ 
mon use as a cleaner is that it 
does evaporate so rapidly. 
That 
to be sure, is what happens 
in 
the carburetor of your car: gas 
mixes with air and is exploded 
by a tiny spark. Under the proper 
control, that is a useful function; 
but when you pour out a pan of 
this liquid 
dynamite 
in 
your 
kitchen you then 
convert 
that 
room into an enormous carburetor 
as the 
fluid 
evaporates. 
And 
when you apply a spark to that 
ripe mixture the only one 
who 
really finds it useful is the under­ 
taker! 
The second point to remember is 
that it is very easy to produce the 
necessary spark even without the 
presence of the 
dreaded 
open 
flame. 
On a dry day you can get 
enough spark to do the job 
by 
combing your hair or ruffling the 
fur on a cat’s back.

Hnyti, Mo., 
Oct. 6.—T he Mis­ 
souri cotton planting 
seed 
im ­ 
provem ent program 
which 
was 
started over six years ago in order 
to im prove the grade and stable 
of the finished product, and thus 
bring higher cotton 
income 
to 
producers, has been giving results, 
according to J. R. Paullm g spe­ 
cialist in field crop 
of the Mis­ 
souri C o-operative E x t c ills i o n 
Service at Columbia. 
In a letter addressed to 
Mis­ 
souri cotton ginners lie said: 
“ You, in «»-operation with your 
patrons, county agents and others 
concerned, have done a 
rem a rk ­ 
able job in improving the staple 
length of Missouri 
cotton. 
You 
! have m ore than doubled the por­ 
tion of the crop stapling an inch 
and longer in the last three years. 
"The big job in ihut direction 
now is realizing that we 
cannot 
hold that length unless we 
con­ 
tinue determ ined efforts to hold it. 
This calls for keeping the seed 
pure, w ithin two years 
of 
the 
breeder, and guarding against any 
impression that simply because we 
have the right variety ‘by n am e’ 
we are planting the proper seed
